MADRID, Oct. 15. — A large sec- 
tion of Infiesto, southeast of Gijon,

About the -1me time insurgent 
airmen attacked Cartagena, Bar- 
eelona and Valencia, Government 


cities on the eastern coast, causing 
heavy damage and casualties. 

The raid on Gijon was the most 
disastrous of the city’s weeks of 
defense against the insurgent of- 
fensive intended to drive the Gov- 
ernment forces out of Northwest- 
ern Spain. More than 50 buildings 
were destroyed. Water and trans- 
port services were damaged and 
the center of the port city was a 
mass of debris after the explosion 
of hundreds of bombs. 

A Government communique said 
insurgent pursuit planes followed 
the bombers, descending to ma- 
chine-gun persons fleeing in the 
streets, The raid occurred at 7:30 
am while many of Gijon’s in- 
habitants were still asleep. 

Whole blocks of houses in In- 
fiesto, 20 miles from Gijon, were 
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fired by incendiary bombs. The

MILITARY TRAINING 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


| DECREED IN ITALY 


Purpose Declared to Be to Ren- 
der Conscious in Youth 
the Military Spirit.

ROME, Oct. 15. — Development 
of “citizen soldiers’ hecame the an- 
nounced objective of the Italian 
education system with publication 
'in the official gazette of a new law 
| outlining military training courses 
for public schools. 

The preamble tothe law says the 
purpose of the program is not s0 
much to provide techn’ al military 
instruction as “to feed, reinforce 
and render conscioug in Youth the 
military spirit which today is one 
of its best characteristics.” 

Instructors were told to make 
military training “instructive and 
at the same time delightful, with 
the object of seeing that it is con- 
sidered by students as a pleasant 
diversion, a precious element of 
‘their own cultural patrimony and 
‘an indispensable requisite for ful- 
filling their duty to the Fascist 
| fatherland.” 

Textbooks were prescribed for 
these military courses, but instruc- 
tors were told; instead, to seek con- 
stantly means for illuminating a 
warlike attitude by reference to 
current events and by throwing 
their own personalities into the 
work. 

The decree provided three grades 
of military instruction—informa- 
tive, formative and higher instruc- 
tion. In the first course, instruc- 
tors were told to resort to paint-

TO PROVE ITS CASE 


‘Festimony So Limited to 
“Specific Charge That 
Jurors Couldn’t ‘Make

BARTOW, Fia., Oct. 15.—Barring 
the unexpected, the two-year-old 
Florida flogging case is now at an 
end as far as the courts are con- 
cerned. 

It is improbable that the five 
former Tampa policemen and a for- 
mer Ku Klux Klan official from 
Orlando, who were freed yesterday 
of a second degree murder charge 


in the death of Joseph E. Shoemak- 
er, one of the flogging victims, by 
a directed verdict of acquittal, will 
be tried for the kidnaping of Sam 
J. Rogers, one of the two survivors 
of the flogging. 

The five former policemen were 
convicted last year of the kidnap- 
ing of Eugene F. Poulnot, the third 
victim of a gang, but their convic- 
tion was reversed on a technicality 
by the State Supreme Court. There 
is no indication that they will be 
re-tried on this charge. 

The only public statement which 
Rex Farrior, State’s Attorney of 
Hillsborough County, who headed 
the prosecution staff at both trials. 
would make, was, “The record 
speaks for itself.” 

Those who were acquitted are: 
C. A, Brown Jro#. W. Switzer, Sam 
E, Crosby, C. W. Carlisle, and John 
P. Bridges, all former policemen; 
and Arlie Gilliam, Orlando orange 
grove foreman and former kléagle 
of the Klan. 


Evidence Strictly Limited. 


The Supreme Court's decision in 
the Poulnot casé belatedly handed 
down July 1, last, directly affected 
the conduct of this trial. 

At the outset of the trial nine 
days ago, Judge Robert T. Dewell 
limited evidence to the final phases 
of the crime, ta'ing into account 
the Supreme Court ruling on the 
kidnaping case that evidence of 
conspiracy should not have been 
permitted to go before the jury. 
The Supreme Court stated that 
Judge Dewell had ordered a 
directed verdict of acquittal on a 
charge of conspiracy to kidnap 
Poulnot, but, as a matter of fact, he 
had only sustained a defense mo- 
tion to quash the conspiracy indict- 
ment. 


that no conspiracy charge was con- 
nected with this trial for second 
degree murder. It contended: also 
that the method by which the vic- 
tims were procured by police for 
delivery to their accomplices of the 
flogging gang was part of the 
crime itself. 

But Judge Dewell ruled that no 
mention could be made of the un- 
authorized raid on a private home 
the night of Nov. 30, 1936, when 
police without warrants seized Shoe- 
maker, Poulnot and Rogers, who 
were drawing up by-laws for a po- 
litical coalition known as the Mod- 
ern Democrats, formed to combat 
notoriously corrupt conditions at 
Tampa elections, 

Jurors Got No Clear Idea, 


Five of the six members of the 
jury told this correspondent that 
they would have voted for acquittal 
had the case gone to them “because 
on the evidence submitted we 
couldn’t make heads or tails of it.” 
The other juror was not available. 

The jurors were in the position 
of men entering a theater in time 
for the last act of a drama. They 
had no means of learning in the 
courtroom anything about the raid. 
All they were told was a confused 
account of events outside the police 
station and something of what hap- 
pened in the woods. 

The State failed to idgntify any- 
one at the actual scene of the 
flogging. This was the point on 
which Judge Dewell announced he 
based his directed verdict of ac- 
quittal. Establishment of defend- 
ants at the scene, he ruled, would 
be necessary to prove they were 
participants. Otherwise, he 
reasoned, they would be accessories 
before the fact and not open to a 
charge of second degree murder. 

All the police defendants except 
Brown were identified by Rogers 
and Poulnot as men who trans- 
ported them to the flogging gang. 
Gilliam was named by Poulnot as a 
man who whirled him about and 
forced him from one car to an- 
other.

Walter Diehm, an attorney here 
for 35 years, who had _= suffered 
losses in the stock market decline, 
ended his life today by shooting 
himself in the right temple in his 
office on the fifteenth floor of the 
Telephone Building, 1010 Pine 
street. He was 54 years old and 
resided at 7936 Gannon avenue, 
University City. 

At City Hospital, where he died 
at 1 p. m., about two hours after 
he was found shot, a memorandum 
saying, “I owe $11,900,” and con- 
taining alphabetical symbols, ap- 
parently of shares listed on the 
stock exchange, was found in his 
clothing. That sum _ represented, 
the memorandum showed, 60 per 
cent of a totai value of various 
shares, indicating he had been trad- 
ing on margin. 

“Explanation to the Public.” 

On his desk were found four 
notes, one of which, headed “Ex- 
planation to the Public,” said: 

“Caught in the market slump, 
leaving me so crippled financially 
that I have no security in my old 
age, no possibility of earning 
enough money to wipe out the 
losses. Hence take what I consider 
courageous step to protect my fam- 
ily from want and suffering. I 
trust my act will be understood 
and condoned.” 

Two of the other notes were 
sealed. One, marked “Very person- 
al,” was directed to his wife, Mrs. 
Alice Diehm, and the other to an 
office associate, Edwin C. Luedde. 
The fourth asked that his son-in- 
law, Dr. H. Gordon Fisher, a den- 


tist, and his brother-in-law, George 
B. Fisher, be notified. 

Dr. Fisher said toa Post-Dispatch 
reporter that his father-in-law had 
undergone two operations this year 
and had been worried about his 
health. He added, however, that he 
knew of no trouble serious enough 


to cause him to take his life. He 
recalled that Diehm had been in 
“comparatively » reduced  circum- 
stances” since the stock market 
crash of 1929. Members of the fam- | 
ily said they understood he was | 
“fairly heavily insured.” | 
Found by His Secretary. | 
Diehm was found unconscious on | 
the floor of his office by his secre- 
tary, Miss Isabelle Fesjer, when she | 


returned about 11 a. m. from a trip | 


from which one shot had been 
fired. She summoned an employe 
of the building on observing a note 
on a chair outside Diehm’s office 
directing her to do so but not to 
enter his room. They called a 
physician in the _ building, who 
treated Diehm and sent him to the 
hospital. 

Circumstances indicated Diehm 
had shot himself as he stood be- 
fore a mirror above a washstand 
in one corner of the room and then 
had taken several steps before he 
collapsed near his desk. 
The bullet had passed through 
his head and broken a glass par- 
tition between his office and the 
reception room, dropping to the 
floor of the outer room. 

Diehm was a member of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the St. Louis 
Bar Association and a former vice- 
president of the organization. He 
had practiced law in St. Louis since 
his graduation from the Washing- 
ton University Law School in 1902. 
In recent years he had specialized 
in the law of mechanics’ liens. 

In 1924 he was a candidate for a 
Republican nomination for Circuit 
Judge. He was active in affairs of 
the Civil Liberties Union and the 
Ethical Society and recently was 
elected president of the Public 
Question Club, a discussion group 
which meets regularly at the Uni- 
versity Club. He was a director of 
the St. Louis Altenheim and at one 
time was president of the old Fresh 
Air Mission,

GAINS IN SHANTUNG 
THREATEN TSINANFU 


Chinese Cut Dikes of 
Grand Canal and Tayu 
River, Making Thrust of 
Invaders Difficult.

PEIPING, Oct. 15.— Japanese 
forces continued today to close in 
on Taiyuanfu, capital of Shansi 
Province in the heart of the pro- 
vince’s rich coal and iron mines. 

One Japanese column hammered 
at Chinese defenders of Yuanping, 
70 miles to the north. The city’s 
fall was reported imminent. The 
capture would give that fast-mov- 
ing column almost a clear sweep 
to Taiyuanfu. 

Eighty miles to the east another 
Japanese detachment was advanc- 
ing @leng. the’ Chengtak Railroad 
from fallen Shih . Fresh 
from capturing. Chinghing, it thrust 
against fortified Niangtzékuan 
Pass, eastern gateway to Shansi, 
and drove into the province! The 
capitulation of the pass defenders 
left the way open for a rapid drive 
to Taiyuanfu. 

Gains in Shantung. 

Japanese troops in important 
Shantung Province were reported 
to have made substantial gains 
along the Tientsin-Pukow Railroad

Despite this 
obstacle, Tsinanfu was considered 
in imminent danger of falling. Sev- 
eral divisions of the Central China 
armies were reported to have with- 
drawn to the south recently. 

North of Tsinanfu, Japanese 
bombing planes were causing con- 
siderable damage on the Iientsin- 
Pukow Railroad but have not in- 
terrupted service. 

South of Peiping, Japanese mo- 
torized columns thrust deeper to- 
ward the southern tip of Hopeh 
Province. They reported they were 
within 10 miles of Shuntehfu, where 
Chinese troops continued to con- 
centrate in large numbers for an- 
other defensive action. 

Planes Bomp Shuntehfu. 

Japanese war planes continued to 
bomb Shuntehfu. The city is on the 
Peiping-Hankow Railroad and is 
only 15 miles from the northern tip 
of Honan Province and 90 miles 
from the Yellow River. 

Should the Japanese thrust back 
the Chinese troops in that sector, 
officials said, they would be in a 
position to move swiftly to the Yel- 
low River, their main objective. 

An army communique announc- 
ing capture of Kweisui, capital of 
Suiyuan Province and an impor- 
tant Mongol trading town on the 
Peiping-Suiyuan Railroad, about 
300 miles west of Peiping, said the 
retreating Chinese troops attempt- 
ed to disconcert the Japanese at- 
tackers with tear gas, but that the 
strategy proved ineffective because 
the Japanese were equipped with 
gas masks. Gen. Fu Tso-yi, Gov- 
ernor of the province, had long be- 
fore withdrawn to Paotouchen, 100 
miles west, at the head of the 
Peiping-Suiyuan Railway. 


Soviet Troop Movements in Outer 
Mongolia Reported.

TOKIO, Oct. 15. — The corres- 
pondent of the newspaper Nichi 
Nichi at Tsitsihar, in Northern 
Manchoukuo, reported today heavy 
mechanized Soviet troop move- 
ments through Ulan Bator, capital 
of Outer Mongolia.

JAPANESE PLANE 
LOOPS IN DESCENT 
WITH PILOT DEAD 


Describes 10 Great Circles Be- 
fore Crash Under Control 
of Lifeless Hand.

NANKING, Oct, 15.—What must 
be an extraordinary phenomenon in 
aviation occurred in the midst of 
a series of dog fights during 
Wednesday’s Japanese air raids 
over Nanking. 

I was watching one fighter when 
I observed a Japanese participant 
suddenly break from the engage- 
ment and enter into a series of 
great loops under full power. Dur- 
ing that performance a Chinese 
pilot cruised about watching his 
enemy until another Japanese pur- 
suit plane plunged after him. The 
looping machine continued with ex- 
quisite precision as to the diameter 
of its circles, but losing altitude 
with eachvioop until it disappeared 
from sight behind the Purple 
Mountains. There were some 10 
gigantic loops by the Japanese 
flyer. 

The mystery was explained only 
yesterday when the plane was 
found smashed on the mountain- 
side. Examination of the pilot 
showed his body was pierced by 17 
bullets. He probably was killed 
outright in the air with his hand 
on the stick setting the plane 
for the loops and the plane con- 
tinued performing with a dead man 
at its controls until it crashed. 


CHINA HAS PLENTY OF MONEY, 
HER FINANCE MINISTER SAYS 


Can Carry on in Conflict With 
Japan Some Time, Dr. H. H. 
Kung Declares. 

By the Associate’ Press. 

HONGKONG, Oct. 15.—China’s 
Finance Minister, Dr. H. H. Kung, 
on his way home from an Amer- 
ican and European tour, said yes- 
terday that “China now has plenty 
of money and credit and can carry 
on for ‘some time” in her conflict 
with Japan. 

Dr. Kung arrived at Hongkong 
on a specially chartered Pan Amer- 
ican clipper plane. He will remain 
several days as guest of the Hong- 
kong Government. Kung explained 
that he chartered the plane  be- 
cause he had wanted to remain in 
Manila for a talk with the British 
Ambassador to China, Sir Hughe 
Montgomery Knatchbull-Hugessen, 
who is recovering from wounds 
suffered when Japanese flyers ma- 
chine-gunned his automobile. How- 
ever, he had only a telephone con- 
versation with the envoy. 

Chinese members of the Hong- 
kong Legislative Council asked the 
Government to protect fishermen 
who have suffered from the Jap- 
anese blockade of China’s coast. 
They asked that a request be made 
for a British naval patrol of fish- 
ing grounds. 


FINED ON CHARGE OF USING 
W PA MEN IN POLITICAL WORK 


Alex Howell Pleads No Contest in 
Georgia; Literature Passed Out 
Attacked Roosevelt. 


By the Associated Press. 
ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 15. — Alex 


Howell, former state school super- 
visor and brother of Hugh Howell, 
former chairman of the State Dem- 
ocratic executive committee, en- 
tered a plea of nolo contendere to- 
day to a Federal charge of using 
W PA workers to send out polit- 
ical campaign literature. He was 
fined $100 which he paid. 

The plea, which means “I do not 
wish to contend,” was entered only 
to one count of the indictment. The 
Government dropped four other 
counts. : 

Almost two years ago, Alex How- 
ell was directing a WPA educa- 
tional project. It was charged that 
WPA employes on the project, 
working in the State Capitol, fol- 
lowed Howell’s orders to send out 
thousands of pieces of literature 
containing political propaganda. 
The literature contained pictures of 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt being 
escorted to an autofhobile by a 
Negro, and also personal attacks on 
President Roosevelt. 


27 DEAD IN STRANGE EPIDEMIC 
AT PHILADELPHIA POORHOUSE 


24 Other Persons Ill, Suffering 
From Form of Dysentery; 
Source Still Undetected.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.—Phy- 
sicians sought today to determine 
the cause of a strange form of en- 
teritis, or dysentery, which they say 
has taken the lives of 27 residents 
of the poorhouse in less than a 
month, 

Fifteen have died in the infirm- 
ary at the poor farm at suburban 
Holmesburg since Sept. 18, and 12 
in Philadelphia General Hospital. 
Twenty-four persons at the home 
still are seriously ill. 

Both food and water have been 
tested repeatedly without result.

SHANGHAI, Oct. 15. — An in- 
tense battle raged today in the 
Chapei and Hongkew sectors, 
where the Chinese armies were 
making a counter thrust to stave 
off the long expected Japanese gen- 
eral attack along the 25-mile battle 
front northwest of : o . : 
|} Terrific Chinese artillery and in- 
fantry attacks were carried out 
against the Japanese positions on 
the Chapei front, a Chinese spokes- 
man declared, to ascertain the 
actual strength of the Japanese 
force manning that sector. 

After two hours of fighting 
through the streets .\of Hongkew, 
the Chinese obtained the required 
information. As a” result, the 
spokesman said, tne Chinese were 


confident of holding the Chapei 
sector against anything the Jap- 
anese have to offer at present. 


Raids Surprise Japanese. 


The raids were conducted with 
such speed, he added, that the Jap- 
anese were taken by surprise and 
suffered extremely heavy casual- 
ties. 
A tour of the Battle area showed 
the Japanese barricades badly 
smashed while the Chinese were 
safely in possession of scores of 
alleyways and lanes formerly held 
by the Japanese. 
The Chinese raids which extended 
to within a block of the Japanese 
Consulate threw the Japanese 
civilians in Hongkew into a panic. 
More than 200 Chinese shells fell 
in the area, tearing up pavements 
and shattering buildings. The 
Chinese immediately converted 
these ruined bui .ngs into fort- 
resses for renewed onslaughts 
against the Japanese. 
Three Japanese civilians were 
killed and three wounded, a Jap- 
anese spokesman announced, dure 
ing the Chinese shelling of Hong- 
kew, the Japanese-occupied sector 
of the International Settlement. 
One of the dead was Tomokato 
Iwakura, correspondent of the 
Tokio newspaper Hochi and young- 
er brother of Prince Iwakura. 
Astor Hotel Hit. 

One shell struck the Astor House 
Hotel, now occupied by Japanese 
refugees, and another hit the 
Seventh Day Adventist Hospital on 
Range road, the spokesman said. 
There were no injuries, and but 
minor damage to the two-impor- 
tant structures. 

Japanese reinforcements ate 
tempted to land at Yanglinkow and 


Yangtze Riv. , the Chinese spokes- 
man said, but suffered such casual- 
ties from Chinese mines and ma- 
chine guns that they were forced 
to return to their shins. 

Shanghai awoke this morning 


after a night of cerror to count 
the damage done by six Chinese air 
raids over the area, intensive Jap- 
f}anese bombing on the fringes of 
‘the International Settlement and 
|'French Concession and the deadly 
artillery duel. 

A minimum of 150 dead and 
wounded were officially accounted 
for as a result of shells and air 
bombs falling in the streets of the 
settlement and its suburbs. 

Japanese officials expressed re- 
gret that any of their shells fell 
within the settlement and apolo- 
gized to Amcrican marine com-

Unanimously Pass Resolu- 
tion Saying Further Con- 
tributions Can’t Be Ex- 
pected From City. 


BIG SALES TAX 
REVENUE CITED 


Board Says Social Security 
Act Provides That State 
Shall Care for All Needy. 


St. Louis cannot be expected to 
make any further contribution of 
city funds toward meeting the re- 
lief problem in St. Louis, now that 
the State 2 per cent sales tax has 
provided ample funds for relief 


throughout the State, the Board of 
Aldermen declared in a resolution 
adopted unanimously today. ° 

The resolution reviewed the “im- 
mense” expenditures of St. Louis 
for relief, set out that sales tax col- 
lections in St. Louis during 1957 
and 1938 would be $10,800,000 in ex- 
cess of what the city would zet 
back from the State for public wel- 
fare activities which the tax was 
levied to support, and cited the an- 
ticipated deficit of $2,118,000 in the 
city’s budget for the current year. 

A copy of the resolution is to be 
presented to Gov. Stark. Mayor 
Dickmann will be asked to join 
with the board’s Relief Committee 
in laying the resolution before the 
Governor. The resolution was draft- 
ed by the board’s Relief Committee, 
of which Alderman Joseph B. 
Schweppe is chairman. 

State Limit Put at 60 Pct. 


Anticipating such a resolution, 
the State Social Security Commis- 
sion announced in Jefferson City 
Wednesday night that it would not 
grant any community in Mis- 
souri more than 60 per cent 
of the amount determined by 
the ocmmission to be neces- 
sary for relief of the destitute in 
that community. The commission 
said it had conferred with Gov. 
Stark before making that decision. 

In conformity with the principle 
announced, the Social Security 
Commission this month has allotted 
to St. Louis only $136,600 to meet a 
need estimated at $270,000.

Tax Exceeds Benefits. 
“By reason of this tax, based on 
estimates of the amount paid un- 
der the previous sales tax, the City 
of St. Louis will, for the period of 
1937-1938, pay a total sales tax into 
the State treasury of $16,800,000. 
For the purpose of direct relief, old 
age assistance and child welfare, 
based upon the plan of distribution 
as already announced by the Social 
Security Commission and other 
facts available from which an esti- 
mate can be made, the City of St. 
Louis will receive back for the pur- 
poses mentioned not exceeding $6,- 
000,000 at most, as a result of which 
$10,800,000 in taxes collected in the 
City of St. Louis on the sales tax 
alone will be expended in other 
parts of the State. 
“The estimated relief needs of the 
city of St. Louis for the biennium 
in question were $6,885,600, of which 
the State Relief Administration was 
notified and informed prior to the 
enactment of this sales|tax law and 
the appropriations under it. 
“From the foregoing it is appar- 
ent that the State, through this 
sales tax, is collecting more than 
ample funds from the city of St. 
Louis to take care of all our relief 
needs and by the same act in for- 
bidding us to levy a sales tax has 
taken from the city the ability to 
further provide for these needs it- 
self.

“It is true that, prior to the en- 
actment of the legislation in ques 
tion, there was an agreement be- 
tween the St. Louis Relief Admin-

“From December, 1930, to Septem- 
_ ber, 1937, the city of St. Louis has 
appropriated for relief purposes a 
total of $10,815,016, of which $2,615,- 
016 has been appropriated ot of 
municipal revenue. In addition to 
this, for the relief of distressed per- 
sons, the city of St. Louis has con- 
tributed out of municipal revenue 
$4,500,000, through its Department 
of Public Welfare, for maintenance 
of the Board of Children’s Guardi- 
ans, hospitals, insane asylums and 
child welfare, and for the benefit 
of needy persons of this city. 
“On account of these contribu- 
tions made by the city for the main-

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? 
Column’ Wages 


War on Government in Spain 


Insurgent Sympathizers at Work Everywhere, 
Hoarding Silver and Food, Spreading 
Rumors and Engaging in Sabotage. 


By the Associated Press, 


—The Spanish Government has two 
armies to fight—the insurgents at 
the front and a hidden army of en- 
emies within its own --rritory. 
‘The unseen army is known 4s 


the “Quinta Columna”—Fifth Col- 
umn—because it was to strike 
within Madrid when Insurgent 
Generalissimo Franco's four besieg- 
ing columns entered the capital last 
November. 

That moment has not come, but 
the “Fifth Column” has fought se- 
cretly and incessantly to undermine 
the Government’s strength. Its ex- 
istence is possible because Govern- 
ment and insurgent sympathizers 
are not divided like the battle lines, 
geographically. 

Many ineurgents in Government 
territory have been killed and im- 
prisoned. Most, however, still are 
free, and if the estimate of some 
Government officials—that at least 
25 per cent of the people in Gov- 
ernment territory are for Franco— 
is accurate, the Madrid-Valencia 
Government has more than 3,000,000 
enemies within its midst. 

The “Fifth Column” has many 
weapons—defeatist propaganda, at- 
tacks on Government war com- 
muniques, harmful rumors, sabo- 
tage, sil hoarding to weaken 
the monetary system, food hoard- 
ing. All are undercover weapons. 


Examples of Its Work. 

“The Fifth Column never sleeps,” 
|an army truck driver told the cor- 
respondent. “I left my truck on 
the road between Valencia and the 
front while I ate and when I came 
'back all four tires were punc- 
| tured.” 

“The Fifth Column is every- 
|where,” an American’ volunteer 
said, one of ine survivors of the 
'steamer Ciudad de Barcelona, which 
was sunk at sea. “When we tried to 
|lower the lifeboats we found the 
davits had been wired.” 

“The Fifth Column is not con, 
fined to Spain,” a driver for a Brit- 
ish relief organization declared. 
“While driving a truckload of medi- 
cal supplies to Spain I left my 
truck in a garage at Toulouse, 
France, and found later that sand 
had been poured in the gasoline.”

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AGAINST WOMAN 
IN POISONING TRIAL 


Prosecytor Tells Cincinnati 
Jury Mrs. Hahn Killed So 
Many Men There Is No 
One Like Her on Earth. 


By the Associated Press. 

CINCINNATI, Oct. 15.—The State 
opened its case today against Anna 
Marie Hahn, on trial on a first-de- 
gree murder charge. with an asser- 


tion by Prosecutor Dudley Outcalt 
that Jacob Wagner, her alleged vic- 
tim, “died of the administration of 
poison commonly used for rats.” 

Mrs. Hahn sat impassive as Out- 
calt told the jury in his opening 
statement that she “worked her 
way into his (Wagner’s) confi- 
dence” and “had the audiacity to call 
herself a niece,’ designing thereby 
“to enrich herself by exacting 
money” from the man, who was 78 
years old. 

Judge Charles S. Bell ordered the 
jury of 11 women and one man 
from the room as the defense coun- 
sel, Joseph H. Hoodin, entered an 
objection to Outcalt’s declaration 
that “she became friendly with oth- 
er old men.” 

Hoodin earlier withdrew a re- 
quest that the jury visit Wagner's 
home.

Asked whether they 
requested adjoining rooms the first 
time, he replied: “I couldn’t say, 
but they were together and we put 
them in adjoining rooms because 
these were rooms at the rate they 
wanted to pay”—$5.50 a day for 
each room. 

On ,cross-examination, Fox de- 
clared he recalled definitely that 
on*this occasion they asked for ad- 
joining rooms. 

Second Visit Lasted Month. 

Lawrence, on the second visit, 
had room 1101 at $3 a day and Miss 
Stocke had room,1121 at $4 a day, 
Fox continued. The first visit, he 
said, lasted until Jan. 18 and the 
second until March 22. A purport- 
ed photograph of Lawrence was 
identified by Fox as the guest he 
referred to. It was of an aproned 
man behind a bar. 

In the course of questioning as to 
how he recalled the first time the 
two guests registered, Fox was 
asked: “Might it not be because 
Miss Stocke is rather good look- 
ing?” “No, I couldn’t say that,” 
he answered; “I just remembered 
them.” 

The hotel key clerk, Garland 
Clark, speaking of the second visit, 
declared that whenever he saw Miss 
Stocke and Lawrence in the lobby 
they were together, and that when 
they approached his desk he would 
reach for their room keys.

The St. Louis Baptist Associa- 
tion declared today that United 
Charities has discriminated against 
the Missouri Baptist Hospital, a 
member agency, by failing to con- 
tribute funds for :ts charity work 
while providing aid for hospitals 
of other religious denominations. 


In a resolution adopted at its 
annual meeting in Euclid Baptist 
Church, 1341 North Kingshighway, 
the association said that St. Louis 
Baptists should be “informed and 
asked to help in every possible way 
to correct a condition which does 
not grant equal rights and privi- 
leges to participating agencies do- 
ing a similar work.” 

The hospital has been barred 
from. United Charities funds, the 
resolution stated, because it has 
adhered to the rule that capital 
indebtedness of the _ institution 
could not be considered in comput- 
ing operating loss. Other institu- 
tions have been permitted to ige- 
nore the rule, the resolution as- 
serted. 

“We have consistently held and 
still maintain that funds raised by 
popular subscription to care for 
those in need should be spent for 
such needy persons, and all hos- 
pitals rendering such service should 
be compensated on the basis of the 
service rendered to charity cases, 
and not on the basis of any finan- 
cial losses the hospitals may or 
may not incur,” the statement con- 
tinued. 

“We have been informed of no 
action having been taken by United 
Charities correcting or changing 
their rules which would make pos- 
sible our participation in these 
funds notwithstanding the fact that 
our hospital is caring for the in- 
digent sick of St. Louis without 
charge to the extent of approxi- 
mately $25,000 annually. 

“It has been called to our atten- 
tion from thoroughly reliable 
sources that hospitals of other de- 
nominations have alreday been 
promised participation in United 
Charities funds for 1938, while this 
same privilege is denied our hos- 
pital in spite of the fact that the 
hospital has tried diligently for the 
past three years to secure recogni- 
tion.”

Why Proposal Was Accepted.

Chamberlain s welcome of President 
Rooseveits Chicago speech for 
peace, Eden affirmed that Britain 
would go to the nine-Power meeting 
at Brusseis prepared to “co-oper- 
ate heartily with those who g0 
there to work im the spirit” of the 
deciaration by “the President of the 
most powerful repubiic in the 
world.” 

Eden then expressed regret at 

Italy's refusal to attend the tri- 
Power talks ‘with Brvtain and 
Prance on voiunteers to Spain: 
* But he threw light on Britain's 
Willingness to let the non-interven- 
tien committee try to soive the 
problem.

With the coming of cold weather, 
it will be necessary to furnish fam- 
ilies with additional fuel, clothing 
and medical care, and unless larger 
allocations are provided, it will be 
impossible to meet these needs, no 
matter what suffering may be 
caused, he declared. 

Must Maintain Food Budgets. 

Food budgets now allowed, rang- 
ing from $4 per month for infants 
under one year to $8.10 for youths 
of 16, will have to be kept up, re- 
gardless of what retrenchments are 
made in expenditures for other sup- 
plies, Rogers said. Although al- 
lowances for medical care, fuel and 
clothing should be increased, it is 
likely that they will have to be 
decreased below summer require- 
ments, which are lowest of the year, 
so that a’deficit will not occur. 

During the last two months in- 
creased relief costs have been met 
by running a deficit, which at the 
end of last month had grown to 
$14,253. Rogers said he could not 
allow this deficit to grow any 
larger, but would begin to retrench 
to bring expenditures in line with 
the monthly allocations. 

Sales and Property Tax. 

Illinois relief costs are paid out 
of revenues from the State’s 3-cent 
sales tax, supplemented by property 
taxes levied by each township, 
which are the administrative units. 
In East St. Louis Township the lo- 
cal tax has been fixed at the maxi- 
mum allowed by law, 30 cents on 
the $100 assesed valuation, yielding 
about $8000 monthly. 

Each month the township admin- 
istrators submit to the State Relief 
Commission an estimate of the 
funds required for the next month, 
but it has been the practice of the 
State body to allocate only about 65 
per cent of the estimate, pro-rating 
the available funds throughout the 
State. Further shortage occurs be- 
cause of the fact that only about 
75 per cent of the township tax is 
collected.

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PULL PARDON GRANTED 
10 BANKER PAINTER 


Ohio Governor Acts in Case of 
Man, Now in Hospital, Who 
Served Three Months. 


By the Associated Press. 

| COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 15. — Gov. 
Martin L. Davey granted a full 
‘pardon last night to Kenyon V. 
Painter, Cleveland banker and big 
|game hunter, who had been serving 
la one to 10-year sentence for mis- 
‘application of Union Trust Co. 
funds. 


Painter, transferred to a Colum- | 


bus hospital July 20 for treatment 
of a heart ailment, was reported to 
‘be in “fair” condition. 
| “My judgment and my heart tell 
me that this is the right thing to 
do—and it is done. In the language 
of the Master, ‘Let him that is 
without sin cast the first stone,’” 
the Governor said in announcing 
the pardon. 

“The offense in the case of Mr. 
Painter was against the Union 
Trust Co. That institution is ready 
|to reopen on a strong and sound 
| basis. The depositors will be paid 
in full, so they have not been in- 
|jured. All the developments indi- 
cate very clearly that the Union 
|Trust Co. should never have been 
closed. It may be said in Mr. 
Painter’s behalf, also, that he sac- 
rificed much of his own wealth in 
a heroic effort to save the bank. 

“After all else has been said, 't 
is now clear that Mr. Painter’s 
days are numbered, he ig a con- 
firmed invalid. Whatever addition- 
al life may remain for him must 
be under constant médical and 
nursing care. His wife also liés 
desperately ill, driven to her bed 
with a severe heart ailment, 
through the deep despair from her 
husband’s misfortune.” 

Painter, the Union Trust Co.’s 
largest stockholder at one time, was 
convicted of misapplying $2,000,000 
of the company’s funds. He also 


was sued for double liability on his 
bank holdings. Some of his prop- 
erties were ordered sold to satisfy 
| debts. 

He entered the penitentiary June 
28 at the age of 70. He became 
eligible for parole in August, since 


he did not begin his penitentiary 
term until two years and 35 days 
after conviction in Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty Common Pleas Court, the interim 
being taken up with appeals which 
finally réached the United States 
Supreme Court and were refused.

hem near Solomon’s Pool. Four 
carloads of police were sent to the 
scene. ° 

The officers were equipped with 
Lewis guns and searchlights. Heavy 


rifle fire from both sides of the 
ancient highway greeted them. 

The Arabs lay behind protect- 
ing boulders on the hillsides while 
the police were exposed to their 
cross-fire under the moonlight. The 
band, however, took flight after the 
first exchange. 

British soldiers deployed through- 
out Palestine today to stop new and 
widespread outbreaks of guerrilla 
warfare. Introduction of martial 
law was considered likely. 

The terrorists, apparently care 
fully organized, dynamited a pas- 
senger train, fired on a troop train, 
sniped at busses and slashed tele- 
phone lines yesterday. ‘ 

Police said the outbreak was led 
by Arabs and directed at Jews and 
the British authorities in retalia- 
tion for the expulsion of Arab 
leaders. 

Four Arabs were killed and 12 
Jews wounded. 

Two of the Arabs attacking the 
passenger train were killed by the 
exploding mine and another Arab 
was killed by his own bomb, 
Snipers shot and killed the fourth, 
who was a passenger on a Jewish 
bus. 

The country had been quiet for 
two weeks following the exiling of 
members of the Arab Higher Com- 
mittee. Apparently, however, the 
terrorists were only biding their 


time to strike throughout the Holy — 


Land when the signal was given. 
The signal seemed to come when 
the Government announced yester- 
day the banishment of the remain- 
ing higher council members who 
were outside of the country. 

Much of the Arab population, 
with its leaders out of the way, was 
thought to be weary of the strife, 
however, and impressed by the Gov- 
ernment’s recent firmness.

night because of the imposition of . 


a curfew.

ClO URGES GRAND JURY 


Demands Action on A. F. L. 
Man's Charge Detectives 
Beat Him. 


A committee representing St. 
Louis unions of the C I O group, 
appointed Wednesday night, issued 
a demand today that the grand 
jury investigate the charge that 
two city detectives flogged Mat- 
thew A. McLoughlin, secretary- 
treasurer of the local Cleaners and 
Dye House Workers’ Union. The 
Cleaners’ Union is affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

The committee, in its report is- 
sued today, condemned the Police 
Board for “whitewashing” the de- 
tectives, by dismissing McLough- 
lin’s charge after a hearing 
Wednesday. It demanded that the 
Governor insist on protection, by 
the police, of the rights of work- 
ers. 

Committee Statement. 
In its report, the committee stat- 
ed: 

“This committee today met with 
McLoughlin, other members of his 
union, and his attorney, and ques- 
tioned him thoroughly and at great 
length on their allegations that Mc- 
Loughlin had been beaten by two 
detectives. The committee is of the 
unanimous opinion that McLough- 
lin is telling the complete truth, 
and the committee is amazed and 
disturbed to realize that the worker 
in St. Louis may no longer have 
the privilege of his civil liberties. 

“The committee feels that the

Louis Industrial Union Council view 
the moving picture showing Mc- 
Loughlin’s injuries, so the rank and 
file of St. Louis CIO unions will 
see the extent to which the police 
will go in an effort to deny these 
workers their rights. The commit- 
tee, in making this recommenda- 
tion, does not make it to stir up ill 
feeling against the police or any 
other body in this community, but 
so that the workers may the better 
be able to obtain industrial democ- 
racy for themselves and help in the 
fight to perpetuate the American 
democratic tradition. 

“This committee has just begun 
to act.”

Most office-holders would consid- 
er it a full day’s work to risk the 
displeasure of Postmaster-General 
James A. Farley, Chairman of the

Passing Out the Plums. 

Under the statute setting up the 
FCC, the commissioners were em- 
powered to establish no more than 
three divisions, each to be headed 
by a director who would be exempt 
from civil service requirements and 
whose salary would be $7500 a year. 
Three divisions, of broadcasting, 
telephone and telegraph, were or- 
ganized, and their directorships, the 
juiciest political plums in the gift 
of the commission, were distribut- 
ed as follows: 

At Farley’s direct suggestion, it 
is alleged, the division of broadcast- 
ing was assigned to John E. Kil- 
leen, a journalistic ally in the Bronx 
of Boss Edward J. Flynn. 

The directorship of the telephone 
division went to A. G. Patterson of 
Alabama, a cousin of Mrs. Hugo L. 
Black and an aide in senatorial in- 
vestigations conducted by her hus- 
band, now Associate Justice of the 
Supreme Court. 

The directorship of telegraphs 
was alloted to Robert T. Bartley 
of Texas, a nephew of Majority 
Leader Rayburn. 

Three Jobs Abolished. 

Having murmured apologetically 
that this was the fourth or fifth 
press conference he had ever held 
in his life, and having disposed of 
several minor announcements, 
Chairman McNinch proceeded calm- 
ly to reveal that an order, proposed 
by himself and supported by the 
unanimous and unreserved approv- 
al of the members of the commis- 
sion, had been promulgated abolish- 
ing the three divisions, effective 
Nov. 15, and that after this date all 
powers and functions vested in the 
divisions would be taken over by 
the commission itself. This action, 
he continued, would automatically

divisions. 

In answer to a question, the chair- 
man confessed, sadly but firmly, 
that the only way for these dis- 
missed officials to get back into 
the employment of the F C C would 
be for them to run the gantlet of 
the civil service, then await future 
openings. This, he said, was re- 
quired by statute. While making 
his announcement, McNinch was 
flanked by five of the six other 
commissioners. He explained that 
Commissioner Thad H. Brown was 
absent on an investigation in the 
Great Lakes region. Those present 
were T. A. M. Craven, George Henry 
Payne, Eugene O. Sykes, Paul, A. 
Walker and Norman S. Case. 

Follows the Statute. 

“Before adopting this order,” the 
chairman continued, “the commis- 
sion faced squarely and honestly 
the fact that abolition of divisions 
would have the unavoidable conse- 


quence of abolishing the positions 


of their directors. This was a gen- 
uine cause of regret to the com- 
missioners, who regard the three 
directors as uniformly loyal, faith- 
ful and capable. 

“Under the langugage of the stat- 
ute, unfortunately, there is no pro- 
vision for their continuance in their 
present capacity. If any or all of 


them are able to qualify under the | 


statute, and also meet the require- 
ments of any position now or here- 
after available, the commission 
would find pleasure in giving them 
preferential consideration.” 

Regarding the internecine strife 
that for years has been waged 
among the commissioners them- 
selves, McNinch took a neutral po- 
sition by conferring promotions 
upon the members who are regard- 
ed as leaders of the two factions. 
Commissioner Payne was appointed 
chairman of the telegraph division, 
of which he had been acting chair- 
man since the retirement of Com- 
missioner Irvin Stewart in June. 
Commissioner Craven was appoint- 
ed a member of the division. Payne 
and Craven, with the chairman, 
now constitute the officials of the 
telegraph division. These promo- 
tions are only temporary, for with 
the passing of the divisions on Nov. 
15, not only the directors but their 
other officers will cease to function 
as such, though the later will re- 
tain their places as members of the 
commission. 

Payne a Storm Center. 

Payne, a New Deal Republican 
from New York, has been a storm 
center of many controversies with- 
in the commission. He was en- 
gaged in a bitter feud with the late 
Anning S. Prall, who was chairman 
at the time of his death a few 
months ago. Payne quarreled also 
with Commissioner Sykes, Missis- 
sippi Democrat. In a speech made 
at Harvard University last January, 
Payne charged that through’ the 
commission’s allotment of broad- 
casting channels, “the last great

McNinch explained that the 
abolishing of the divisions of broad- 
casting, telegraph and_ telephone 
were not to be regarded as a politi- 
cal maneuver, but merely as a step, 
and not the last one, toward a more 
efficient organization of the com- 
mission.

More general than before. Each | 


will have either to work harder } 


than ever, or else delegate much la- 
bor to subordinates. 

That the chairman has little in- 
tention of intrusting special tasks 
to individual members, as is done 
in the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, but purposes that the com- 
mission work as a whole, was indi- 
cated by an exception he made in 
the case of Commissioner Walker, 
who has been in active charge of a 
telephone investigation and a report 
on the findings to Congress. Mc- 
Ninch said Walker would . be 
charged with sole responsibility for 
completing the report, after which 
he also would be absorbed into the 
general scope of the commission. 
He is expected to finish the job 
about Dec. 15. 

Denies Outside Influence. 

McNinch was asked whether any 
member of Congress or other poli- 


he became chairman, to influence 
the commission’s policies. He re- 
plied that numerous Congressmen, 
Governors and Mayors had made 
requests for information, but that 
none had sought to tamper with the 
commission’s judgments. ; 

He added incisively: “And I ho 
they won’t try—save in an open 
way, and on factual points.” 

A small town Southern lawyer, 
now 64 years old, McNinch has had 
an unusual career. He was Mayor 
of Charlotte, S. C., for two terms. 
Then, though a Democrat, he sup- 
ported Hoover for President 
against Al Smith, and was appoint- 
ed by the former as a member of 
the Federal Power Commission. Mc- 
Ninch came to Washington under 
the opprobrious title of ‘“Hoover- 
crat.” He displayed such ability 
and courage that President Roose- 
velt appointed him chairman of the 


Power Commission in 1933. The 
same qualities caused Roosevelt, a 
few weeks ago, to draft him tem- 
porarily as chairman of the Federal 
Communications Commission, with 
the specific assignment of cleans- 
ing the most unsavory stable among 
the administration’s establishments.

EDITOR DEAD AT 84 


ROBERT UNDERWOOD 
JOHNSON. 


ROBERT JOHNSON DIES: 
AUTHOR AND DIPLOMAT 


Former Editor of Century 
Magazine, Sponsor of Yo- 
semite National Park.

NEW YORK, Oct. 15. — Robert 
Underwood Johnson, editor, author 
and former Ambassador to Italy, 
died at his home here yesterday aft- 
er an illness of two years. He was 
84 years old. 

He had returned last month from 
a summer visit to his son, Owen 
Johnson, novelist, at Stockbridge, 
Mass. 

Mr. Johnson, who in early life 
was an associate of Thomas A. Edi- 
son as a telegraph operator, joined 
the staff of Century Magazine in 
1873, and from 1909 to 1913 was 


editor. 
Early in his career with Century, 


‘he was entrusted with the editor- 


ship of a series of articles, later 
published in four volumes, on “Bat- 
tles and Leaders of the Civil War.” 
Gen, Grant contributed to the se- 
ries and was induced by Mr. John- 
son to write his memoirs. 

Later, the editor sponsored the 


National Park. 

He was appointed Ambassador to 
Italy by President Wilson in 1920, 
and was observer for the United 
States at the San Remo conference 
in that year. 

When Edison invented the in- 
eandescent lamp, Mr. Johnson 
wrote the first magazine article on 
it. 

He was a director of the New 
York University Hall of Fame from 
1919 until his death. He was a char- 
ter member of the National] Insti- 
tute of Arts and Letters, one of 
the organizers of the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters and 
its secretary before his election to 
membership in 1908. He was elect- 
ed permanent secretary thereafter.

I. Y. Veitzer, commissar in charge 
of retail trade, was attacked in the 
magazine, Soviet Trade, purported- 
ly for allowing embezzlement and 
plundering, as well as lagging sales. 

Premier D. D. Dorzhiev and Vice- 
Premier A. I. Gross of Buryat, 
Mongolian republic, were removed 
from their posts, along with S. M. 
Kuzmin, the republic’s representa- 
tive at Moscow. 

Dorzhiev, and a man named 
Yerbanov, former secretary of the 
Buryat Communist Committee, 
were expelled from the party as 
enemies of the people. Yerbanov 
was accused of heading a group of 
nationalists. 

Veitzer was held responsible for 
conditions under which stores were 
stocked with overcoats in the sum- 
mer and bathing suits in the win- 
ter. 

Soviet Trade, magazine owned by 
the commissariat, complained that 
fruits and vegetables reached the 
consuming public in bad condition, 
notwithstanding a rich harvest. 

The retail turnover is_ falling 
short of schedule, the magazine 
said, blaming grafters, rogues and 
bureaucrats toward which it said 
Veitzer showed indulgence despite 
many signals. 

The magazine’ recently com- 
plained that “salesmen are still of- 
fering the public goods for which 
there is a demand only in the sum- 
mer. One of the largest Moscow 
stores, for example, has only two 
sizes of men’s’ winter coats on 
sale.” 

The newspaper Pravda recently 
announced wanother trade official, 
I. A. Zelensky, head of the con- 
sumers’ co-operatives, had been ex- 
posed as an enemy of the people

“Naturally the board’s decisions 
as to what constitutes the proper 
unit for collective bargaining can- 
not completely satisfy both the 
American Federation of Labor and 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization as long as the craft-in- 
dustrial union issue continues to 
divide the ranks of organized 
labor. 

“In making decisions as to the 


bargaining unit the board acts in 
a judicial capacity, and has never 
entertained the hope that it could 
satisfy both iitigants while they 
were engaged in what is to them a 
bitter and decisive struggle.” 

As proof that the :.ght of work- 
ers to organize has been freely 
exercised under the Wagner Act, 
the board cited figures made pub- 
lic at the current conventions of 
the A. F. of L. arid the CI O. 

Growth of Unions Cited. 

It said these show that in the 
last year, “during only half of 
which labor has had the benefit of 
the Supreme Court decisions sus- 
taining the act, about 4,000,000 ad- 
ditional workers have joined the 
ranks of the two organizations.”

U.S, BUYS 504,000 DOZEN 
EGGS TO STABILIZE PRICES 


Purchases Made at Chicago, Nash- 
ville and Jersey City; Traders 
Bid Quotations Up. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—The Federal 
Government renewed its egg-buying 
program yesterday in an attempt 
to stabilize prices by purchasing 42 
cars of eggs, about 504,000 dozen, 
in three important markets. Al- 
though announcement of the action 
was withheld until after the close 
of the market, traders bid up 
prices 1% cents a dozen at the 
Chicago Mercantile Exchange on 
rumors of the buying. 

The purchases included 31 cars, 
or 12,000 dozen, in Chicago; 10 cars 
in Nashville, Tenn., and one car 
in Jersey City, N. J. Agents of 
the Federal Surplus Commodities 
Corporation bought on the basis of 
offers submitted in Washington. 
Prices were not announced. The 
eggs will be turned over to state 
agencies for relief distribution. 

From January through May the 
Government bought 8,720,320 dozen 
eggs, according to an announce- 
ment by the Agricultural Adjust- 
ment Administration on July 6. 
Cost of the egg purchase program 
during the period was reported to 
be in excess of $2,000,000. 


RUSSIAN BIRTH RATE GAINS — 


AS DIVORCE DECREASES 


Babies Being Born So Fast Emer- 
gency Lying-in Hospitals Are 
Established. 

MOSCOW, Oct. 15.—Babies are 
being born so fast in the Soviet 
Union that authorities scarcely 
know how to care for them. 

Divorce, on the other hand, is 
declining. 

This situation has resulted from 
the reversal of the early policy of 
legal abortions and easy divorce. 

The jump in the birth rate has 
outstripped the hospital building 
program. Clubs and other institu- 
tions were pressed into service as 
lying-in homes. 

In Moscow and Leningrad the 
birth rate has more than doubled 
in a year. 

Divorce statistics are scarce, but 
figures from Leningrad are typical. 
Only 3860 pairs were divorced in 
the first six months of this year, as 
against 10,313 in the corresponding 
period of 1936. The drop was even 
more pronounced in Leningrad 
Province—1504 this year, 5432 last 
year.

British Defense Officials Meet 
at Cairo; May Send Forces 
Into Desert.

CAIRO, Egypt, Oct. 15.—Four of 
Britain's highest defense officials 
ocnferred here today while heavy 
Italian reinforcements were pour- 
ing into nearby Libya. 

As a result of the conference, au- 
| thoritative quarters understood, 
| British troops may be sent into the 
western desert next week, where 
garrisons now are manned by 
Egyptian troops. 

(A Naples dispatch said a con- 
tingent of 2300 Italian infantry and 
artillery embarked for Libya. This 
contingent will make the garrison 
of Italy’s North African possession 
total 35,300. Other contingents had 
departed within the last few days.) 

Egvptian troops were already 
moving toward the desert, but

Only by bringing together large 
groups representative of the entire 
membership of the two rival labor 
camps, at least in the early stages 
of the discussions, could real indus- 
trial democracy be preserved, he 
said. 

Convention Call Voted. 

Murray also made it clear that, 


while C I O was sincere in its de- |. 


sire for peace, it was not offering 
to return to the fold of the Federa- 
tion, but to discuss trade union 
unity. The C I O will not sacrifice 
the principle of vertical unionism. 
And to insure its perpetuation the 
delegates unanimously voted to au- 
thorize the C I O officers to call a 
national constitutional convention. 

The resolution calling for a 
CIO convention probably was 
designed to give the Lewis organiza- 
tion the first major advantage in 
the months of haggling that are 
almost sure to ensue before the two 
labor camps are united. Here, as 
in Denver, it was admitted that un- 
ity was only a matter of time, and 
the real issue from now on is 
which group shall dominate the 
policies of a united American labor 
movement. 

Lewis and his leaders are the 
more determined to maintain their 
fight for the industrial form of 
unionism now that almost 4,000,000 
workers are enrolled under the 
CIO banner, but one man high in 
the councils of the organization 
told this reporter this morning that 
they simply would revert to the 
strategy of fighting for the prin- 
ciple within a unified labor organi- 
zation as they did before the ‘sus- 
pension of the eight original CIO 
unions by the Tampa convention 
of the A. F. of L. And the Lewis 
party is sure that, after its prog- 
ress in the last two years, it can 
gain the ascendancy in a united 
movement, 

Text of New Proposal. 

The text of the proposal that was 
addressed today to Frank Morri- 
son, secretary of the A. F. of L. 
as one more step toward unity fol- 
lows:

ence be held to obtain a unified 
labor movement, has been received | 
and presented to the conference of 
the Committee for Industrial Or- 
ganization now in session. 

“The Committee for Industrial 
Organization is prepared to meet 
in conference on the basis set forth 
in its telegram heretofore men- 
tioned. The proposal of the CIO 
included a suggested committee of 
100 from each organization in or- 
der to meet the accepted practice 
of democratic labor. organizations 
and to afford full representation for 
the unions involved. 

“However, the conference of the 
CIO has designated a committee 
of 10 to meet with a committee 
from the American Federation of 
Labor to determine the number of 
representatives for each organiza- 
tion to attend the proposed con- 
ference and to fix a mutually satis- 
factory time and place for such 
proposed conference. 

“It is suggested that this prelim- 
inary meeting be held in Washing- 
ton during the week of Oct. 25, 1937. 
Please advise.” 

Murray Explains Message. 

The reply of the Federation to 
the original C I O proposal was ob- 
viously the product of a confused 
trend of mind on the part of its 
executive council, said Murray as 
he arose to explain the above mes- 
sage at the request of Lewis, who 
returned to the council chamber 
this morning after having been 


peared so aimless to those who ac- 
companied him—is becoming more 
apparent. All the evidence now im 
dicates that his main purpose was 
to rebuild and restore his prestige

Publicity for His Purpéses., 

Thus, in two weeks, he was able 
to deliver half a dozen speeches 
and twice that many informal talks, 
without anyone seriously question- 
ing the propriety of his procedure. 
Some of his utterances went out 
on the radio, and all of them were 
comprehensively reported by the .25 
newspaper correspondents who 
made the trip. 

The newspapers were compelled 
by the facts themselves to report 
that the trip was something of a 
triumphal procession, that the 
President’s personal popularity 
seemed undiminished—west of Chi- 
cago, at least—and that members 
of Congress, who fought him to the 
standstill during the last session, 
fairly trampled one another in their 
scrambles to get aboard the train, 
and to be seen with him.

It is probable also that the Pres- 
ident actually wanted to see the 
crowds and mingle with the local 
politicians, in order to size up the 
situation for himself. He has 
enormous confidence in his own 
ability to sense the feeling of peo- 
ple in the mass, and his political 
record shows that this confidence 
is well founded. 

Everywhere he was told that his 
popularity had been impaired little 
or not at all by the fight over the 
court-packing plan and the Black 
episode. Of course, most people, 
especially politicians, tell a Presi- 
dent what they think he would like 
to hear. Nevertheless, he returned 
to Washington with restored faith 
in his own star, and renewed deter-

HERE is much criticism of the parole 

system from crime-prevention organ- 
izations and their officers, who ought to 
know better. I refer particularly to re- 
cent statements of J. Edgar Hoover and 
Senator Borah, in which severe and un- 
fair observations are made against prison 
parole boards, to the effect that the prob- 
lem of crime is greatly intensified by the 
perfunctory turning out of prisoners as 
fast as the prosecutors put them in. 

My refutation of this is that the action 
of the boards is the opposite. They fear 
public and, especially, official criticism to 
a degree that their actions on conviet 
applications for parole have been running 
from 80 to 90 per cent denials, 

These cruel denials are causing demor- 
alization of prison discipline. 

Probation and parole are an American 
concept as applied to salvaging, morally, 
physically and economically, persons who 
have been convicted of crime. They are 
the greatest contributions ever given to 
criminology. It seems high time that some 
clarion voice should step into the breach 
and help save this situation now.

THE CASE FOR THE RAILROADS. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has had 
under consideration since last January an applica- 
tion by the railroads for an increase in freight rates. 
A decision is looked for any day. Whether it is fa- 
vorable or adverse, the railroads are expected to file 
another request for an increase in freight rates, and 
the Eastern roads are asking for an advance in basic 
passenger fare from 2 cents to 214 cents a mile. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is the only 
agency legally authorized to pass upon the merits 
of the railroads’ petition. In the commission’s fair- 
ness and thoroughness the public has, we: believe, the 
fullest confidence. 

But the case for the railroads was recently stated 
in fine spirit by L. W. Baldwin of the Missouri Pa- 
fic to a meeting of the National Grain and Feed Deal- 
ers’ Association at Dallas, Tex. His paper was a 
factual discussion of costs, earnings and conditions, 
in current and comparative terms. It was a frank 
appeal to public opinion, on which, the speaker as- 
serted, the railroads must rejy for a fair deal. 

The general impression has been that the railroads 
are again prospering. That they are in happier cir- 
cumstances than in the black days of the depression 
when they were obliged to seek assistance from the 
Government is, of course, obvious. But their balance 
sheets, as sketched by Mr. Baldwin, sing no joyous 
song of plenty. 

Here are some of the facts, buttressed by figures: 
The railroad business has been making steady gains 
since 1933, but for the first six months of this year, 
the average revenue per ton mile was 4.8 per cent less 
than in the corresponding period of last year. 

If the traffic of last year had been handled at the 
average rate of 1932, the railroads would have collect- 
ed $322,000,000 more than they did collect. 

The net revenue of all the railroads in the country 
in 1936, a recovery year, was only $136,000,000. And 
38 per cent of the country’s mileage had no net reve- 
nue at all. 

If average rail rates had advanced as have average 
commodity prices, the traffic this year would have 
produced approximately $500,000,000 more than will 
be realized. This sum, it is explained, would have 
offset the additional operating expenses and taxes 
which the railroads have had to assume in the past 
two years. 

There is now before Congress the “split-train” bill, 
limiting freight trains to 70 cars, which the Senate 
passed without a public hearing. Should that bill 
become a law, it will impose an additional cost on 
the railroads of from $100,000,000 to $150,000,000 a 
year, which would more than wipe out the total 
net revenue of the carriers in ’36. “The railroad busi- 
ness is a volume business.” Volume is the ever-pres- 
ent objective of operating skill and energy and con- 
tinuous investment in plant betterments. The “split- 
train” bill strikes at the very heart of successful 
operating theory and practice. 

What do the railroads want? Just what does Mr. 
Baldwin mean by a fair deal for the railroads? First 
of all, he submits that competitive agencies, like the 
individually owned and operated truck, should be sub- 
jected to rules, regulations and taxes comparable to 
those imposed on the railroads. The regulation of 
busses engaged in interstate commerce is a move 
in the right direction, but all common carriers, he 
contends, should survive or perish in a fair field, 
with no favors. 

The question of railroad rates is, of course, so vast 
and complicated that it can be answered competently 
only by the specialized knowledge of a body such 
as the Interstate Commerce Commission. But the 
Baldwin figures, dealing with results, present the 
problem intelligibly and plausibly.

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MAYOR DICKMANN’S CODE. 

An interesting light is thrown on Mayor Dick- 
mann’s code by his promotion of the candidacy of 
Joseph W. Hannauer for a $5000 job on the St. Louis 
Board of Condemnation Commissioners. Hannauer 
and James A. Waechter were the two Democratic 
members of the Board of Election Commissioners, 
summarily fired by Gov. Park in September, 1936, 
following disclosures of wholesale election frauds. 
Their removal, in the official phraseology of the 
Governor, was “necessary for the betterment of the 
public service.” 

Why is it that, hardly more than a year after 
Hannauer left office in disgrace, the Mayor at- 
tempts to place him in an honorable and lucrative 
public post? The answer inescapably is that, in the 
Mayor’s code, the demands of party loyalty outrank 
responsibility to the public. The Mayor’s present 
activities in behalf of Hannauer fit in with his under- 
cover attempt to persuade the Governor not to fire 
Hannauer and his associates from the Election Board. 

It was recently disclosed that the Mayor, through 
Judge C. A. Leedy Jr. of the Missouri Supreme Court, 
had brought pressure to bear upon the Governor to re- 
tain the Election Board, in the face of sensational 
disclosures that its members were unfit for public 
office. In this effort, he was joined by Chairman 
Robert E. Hannegan of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee.

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ENGLAND HOLDS THE KEY. 

Great Britain and France again have deferred to 
Italy and submitted to a further delay in settling 
the question of Fascist intervention in Spain. The 
new development consists in an agreement to submit 
the question of withdrawing foreign troops from 
Spain to the 27-Power Non-Intervention Committee, 
rather than to a conference among representatives of 
France, England and Italy, the nations most closely 
concerned. 

Although France is insisting on a showdown in 
“six to 10 days,” the prospect for decisive action is 
not bright. Powerful elements in the British Con- 
servative Government fear any action which might 
endanger Mussolini’s regime. There is no reason to 
believe the forthcoming conference will be productive 
of action any more conclusive than the previous diplo- 
matic maneuverings. 

Well-informed observers believe, however, that 
France will delay but little longer in taking steps 
to prevent the nation on her southern border from 
falling under the control of Mussolini and Hitler. 
But instead of giving open aid to the loyalists, it 
seems more probable that France will take a page 
from Fascist policy and use the ruse of permitting 
“volunteers” and “private contributions of arms and 
ammunition” to seep across the Pyrenees. 

Such action would be in the best tradition of un- 
declared wars and would tend to forestall the inter- 


national complications certain to result if more open 
aid were extended. In extenuation of such a; policy, 
France could state, quite truthfully, that she was 
merely fighting fire with fire. 

It is an open question whether such action on 
the part of France would hasten the military issue 
to a decision or would merely broaden the conflict. 
In spite of trouble in Ethiopia, Mussolini almost cer- 
tainly could supply Franco with new troops to match 
possible French reinforcements for the loyalists.

vita Aeronautica, of Rome, an article en- 

titled “The War of 19—,” by Gen. Douhet 
of the Royal Italian Air Force—the last of 
a long series of writings from his facile and 
persuasive pen, In that same month, Gen. 
Douhet died. 

His works, alas, lived after him. 

For it was the writings of Douhet, more 
than any other single influence, that crys- 
tallized, systematized and stamped upon Eu- 
ropean consciousness, both military and 
civilian, the terrible theories of air warfare 
that today haunt the capitals of Europe 
and have splashed the cities of streets as far 
apart at Madrid and Nanking with the blood 
of noncombatants. 

Reduced to its barest elements, Douhet’s 
doctrine of war is this: 

Only the air force is capable, under mod- 
ern conlitions, of the offensive role, which 
alone can gain a decision. Therefore, reduce 
land and sea forces to the minimum neces- 
sary for purely defensive measures, and 
devote the major part of the national mili- 
tary effort to an overwhelming air force. 
With this air force, strike first, strike hard 
and keep on striking, without mercy and 
without restraint, until the enemy’s will to 
win is broken and he submits. 

To an Italian naval officer who ventured 
to criticise his theory on humanitarian 
grounds, Douhet retorted scornfully: 

“Would you hesitate, in the interests of 
victory, to employ the least chivalrous, the 
most perfidious, the most diabolical of weap- 
ons, turning them at their maximum power 
upon noncombatants, the aged, the women 
and the children?” “Certainly not,” he adds.

And yet, in the secret council rooms where 
meet the military and air staffs of the great 
Powers, the theory of war by air terror, of 
striking at the “civil will,” is not so con- 
fidently accredited as it was. when Douhet 
wrote “finis” to his last brilliant article and 
laid down his trenchant pen forever. 

Why? Because to his theories has been 
applied—partially and under unsatisfactory 
conditions, it is true—the acid test of actual 
war. 

Madrid has been steadily bombed for a 
year now—and Madrid still resists. 

“Madrilenos,”’ writes a correspondent, 
“have learned how to put out fires, how to 
take to cover, how to exact a heavy toll from 
the enemy’s air fleet with their own planes 
and anti-aircraft guns.” 

And now comes a second test—the Jap- 
anese air raids on Nanking. 

Again and again have.the squadrons of the 
Rising Sun swept over the Chinese capital 
from heights as low as 3000 feet and in num- 
bers as great as 50 planes at a time—and 
with what result? Civilian casualties, hun- 
dreds of them, especially in crowded sectors 
jammed with flimsy huts, but of military 
accomplishments, only one—the destruction 
of the city power station by what appears to 
have been a fluke hit. 

And gradually military opinion on the 
use Of air power against cities (as distin- 


guished from purely military objectives) 
is beginning to take form. Europe may 
soon begin to breathe a little easier, as this 
military opinion filters through the streets 
of her terror-haunted capitals. For the great 
surprise air attack upon the “enemy’s” cap- 
ital is not likely to take place. 
e . * 

And these are the reasons why—reasons 
supported by the evidence of Madrid and 
Nanking: 

1. Such an attack would be a gambler’s 
throw, quite as likely to stiffen and harden 
the resistance of the stricken nation as to 
terrorize it into submission. 

2. Its effect on neutral opinion is inev- 
itably unfavorable, may even prove disas- 
trous. . 

3. If such a stroke fails in its purpose of 
reducing the foe to submission, it has ex- 
pended against a non-military target a vast 
effort that might, employed in other direc- 
tions, have produced far more effective re- 
sults, 

The proper role of air forces in war is 
their use, in conjunction with ground and 
naval forces, as part of a well co-ordinated 
whole, supporting the efforts of the army 
and the fleet. No army, no fleet can make 
war today without a first-class air arm. 
If the arm is wasted in attacks on distant 
cities, it cannot fulfill its proper role, and 
the army and the fleet must suffer accord- 
ingly. 

4. But the final and indeed determinative 
argument against attacks on civilian cen- 
ters, as far as the continent of Europe and 
the British Isles are concerned, is the -cer- 
tainty of immediate and terrible reprisal in 
kind. It must be remembered that there is 
no such thing as command of the air; war 
in the third dimension does not admit of the 
setting up of impassable barriers, as can be 
done in war on the surface of the earth. 
No nation possesses an air force great 
enough to overwhelm, at a blow, the power 
of retaliation of even a strong second-rate 
Power, let alone of a great Power. 

The lessons of Madrid and Nanking are 
being intensively studied today in every air 
command and every war college in Europe. 
Gradually, from this study, is emerging a 
belief that the game of air warfare a la 
Douhet is not worth the candle. 

Air power is a formidable, indeed, a ter- 
rible, weapon. It will be the more formidable 
when employed by commanders who under- 
stand thoroughly both its limitations and 
its powers, and use it accordingly, rather 
than either placing full dependence on it, or 
reducing it to the status of a mere “arm of 
opportunity.” It is along these lines that 
its future lies, and not in the useless butch- 
ery of civilian populations.

But only this week, we have 
seen Mussolini defy France and 
Britain once more with impunity, 
having guessed correctly that their 
governments dare not make good 
their threats. 


Thus, without war the dictators 
achieve the objectives of war. Each 
successful coup makes eventual re- 
sistance more difficult and more 
costly. Thus, it is harder to defend 
Central Europe with the Rhineland 
militarized than it was before. It is 
harder to defend the position in the 
Mediterranean with Portugal and 
Nationalist Spain and the Balearic 
Islands within the orbit of the Ital- 
ian and German power. These po- 


able extent counterbalance some of 
the value of British and French re- 


armament.

For my own part, to put it blunt- 
ly, T came away from Western Eu- 
rope with the feeling that neither 
Britain nor France was as yet real- 
ly imbued with the will to resist the 
peril which confronts them, Though 
I should greatly have preferred to 
have a different impression, it 
seemed to me that, as compared 
with the relentless mobilization of 


/men and materials and the ruthless 


inculcation of military morale _ in 
Germany and in Italy, the Western 
democracies were amazingly com- 
placent, distracted, easy-going and 
wishful. 

To be sure, they are arming. But 


‘whereas in the totalitarian states 


everything is totally subordinated to 
the development of military power, 
in the democracies it is not. Of 
course, this makes life in the free 


nations much more agreeable for. 


the time being. But the passivity 
of the democracies is deadly dan- 
gerous, and if Mussolini and Hitler 
should come to the conciusion that 
the democracies are really as deca- 
dent as they profess to believe, it 
would be a very serious business. 
e . . 


It would be serious if Mussolini 
and Hitler are right. It would be 
no less serious if they are wrong. 
For if the democracies are deca- 
dent, then the future of the Old 
World is once more in the hands 
of warrior castes, and the civilian 
era, which began with the Renais- 
sance, is concluded. If, on the con- 
trary, the democracies are not deca- 
dent, but give the impression that 
they are decadent, then the dicta- 
tors may at any time take a very 
big gamble and make a coup which 
would be unexpectedly resisted and 
would plunge Europe into a general 
war.

Will of Charles A. Dieckmann, 
Grocer-Saloonkeeper, Gives 
$50,000 to Relatives. 


Seventeen charitable institutions 
will receive about $100,000 from the 
estate of Charles A. Dieckmann, re- 
tired grocer and saloonkeeper, it 
was disclosed yesterday, when an 
inventory, listing assets valued at 
$161,220, was filed in Probate Court. 

Specific bequests totaling $50,500 
were made in his will to 23 rela- 


tives, 13 of whom reside in St. Louis 
and eight in Germany. Three chil- 
dren of his brother, Herman, at 
Huecker, Germany, will receive 
$10,000 each, and other relatives 
sums ranging from $500 to $2000. 

He directed that the remainder 
of his estate, consisting partly of 
$47,781 cash, stocks worth more 
than $87,500, bonds valued at $14,810 
and real estate with estimated 
value of $10,000, be divided in 20 
parts and distributed among insti- 
tutions listed in the will. The Little 
Sisters of the Poor, the German 
Protestant and the German Gen- 
eral Protestant orphans’ homes will 
receive about $10,000 each, the 
others approximately $5000. 

The other institutions named are: 
Good Samaritan Hospital, Evangel- 
ical Home for Epileptics, Shriners’ 
Hospital for Crippled Children, 
Lutheran Orphans’ Home, Blind 
Girls’ Home, Lutheran Altenheim, 
Father Dempseys’ charities, St. 
Elizabeth's Settlement, Guardian 
Angel Settlement, Mount St. Rose 
Sanitarium, German St. Vincent Or- 
phans’ Association, Oblate Sisters 
of Providence, St. Joseph's Insti- 
tute for the Deaf and the Mother 
of Good Counsel Home. Except for 
the Home for Epileptics at Sr. 
Charles, all are in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County. 

Dieckmann, who emigrated from 
Germany as a youth, came to St. 
Louis about 40 years ago. He lived 
frugally, never married and retired 
from business many years ago, in- 
creasing his capital from year to 
year by judicious investments, chief- 
ly in corporation shares. He re- 
sided with a niece, Mrs. Emma 
Skiles, 3821 Sullivan avenue. At his 
death from heart disease on Aug. 
25 he was 69 years old.

EDITION OF “MISSY” 


Miss Inez Specking Offers 
$100, Twice the Collectors’ 
Valuation, for Book. 


Miss Inez _ Specking, 
known writer, and professor of En- 
glish at Harris Teachers’ 


$100 for a first edition copy of her 
book, “Missy,” published in 1924. 

The book in first edition form 
has a collector’s value of about $50, 
but for sentimental reasons, Miss 
Specking has offered double the 
market price. Several hundred 
copies of the first printing were sent 
out by the publisher, but were re- 
called after a protest against a 
passage in the book was made by 
a Canadian critic. Many of the vol- 
umes, however, were never returned 
and the author hopes to find one 
of them. 

“Missy” is a simply told series 
of incidents in the life of a girl 
from the age of 4 to 15. The author 
says that it is almost ungarnished 
autobiography. She told in her nar- 
rative, how Missy (or Inez) wept 
when her father read aloud a trag- 
ic passage from “Marmion.” The 
carping critic expressed doubt that 
a Child of Missy’s* age would have 
been moved by the incident, and 
also questioned the propriety of 
mentioning the romantic incident 
in a book intended for children. 
She substituted in later editions a 
reference to a reading from Mark 
Twain. 

That, however, is not the tragedy 
of “Missy,” from the viewpoint of 
Missy, herself, who, now, if she 
cares to feed her vanity, may read 
long accounts of her literary ac- 
complishments in “Who's Who in 
America,” “American Women,” 
“Who’s Who in Literature,” “Who's 
Who in American Education.” 
What most vexes the author is that 
she sold the manuscript to the pub- 
lisher for $300, little anticipating 
the future popularity of the book. 
Later she offered the publishing 
firm, Benziger Bros., New York, 
$3000 for renewed rights and was 
refused. They were not for sale. 

It may be gathered from a list 
of her varied activities, other than 
teaching, that “Missy” was a good 
beginning although for her a fi- 
nancial washout. Besides contrib-

When Priest 
started his effort to collect delin- 
quent costs, and tighten up current 
cost collections, early in 1936, the 
total of delinquencies was $925,253. 

At the same time, Priest has suc- 
ceeded in ‘greatly lessening the 
amount of future delinquencies, by 
more strict collection of current 
costs. He estimated today that his 
office was collecting 85 per cent 
of current costs, compared with 
bout 52 per cent collected in for-

Lawyers, surety companies and 
individual litigants owe the delin- 
quent costs.

In his effort to reduce the city’s

H. Sam Priest, Circuit Clerk, has 
turned over to his lawyers cost 


pills amounting to $147,897, with in- 
structions to collect the amounts by 
negotiation, or if necessary, by suit. 

The bills which Priest has placed 
in the lawyers’ hands are regarded 
py him as the most likely to be col- 
jected in a total of such claims 

to $898,299. When Priest 
started his effort to collect delin- 
quent costs, and tighten up current 
cost collections, early in 1936, the 
total of delinquencies was $925,253. 

At'the same time, Priest has suc- 
ceeded in greatly lessening the 
amount of future delinquencies, by 
more strict collection of current 
costs, He estimated today that his 
office was collecting 85 per cent 

f eurrent costs, compared with 

ut 52 per cent collected in for- 

er years, and added that much of 

the success of the program was due 
to the co-operation of lawyers. 
Lawyers Fall Far Behind. 

, surety companies and 
individual litigants owe the delin- 
quent costs. Lawyers, particularly 
those with damage-suit practices, 
have had the privilege of giving 
blanket guarantees of costs in any 

filed by them. In some cases, 
lawyers giving such guarantees 
have fallen far behind in their 
settlements with the Circuit Clerk. 

The largest delinquent account 
claim in the Circuit Clerk’s list is 
against Mark D. Eagleton, attorney 
and Board of Education member, 
for $11,730 in 351 cases. Of this 
amount, the Circuit Clerk could sue 
Eagleton for $8758, representing 
costs due to the Circuit Clerk and 
court stenographers. The balance 
is due to the Sheriff, and only that 
official could sue for it. 

Other lawyers against whom the 
Circuit Clerk has substantial claims 
for @elinqguent costs are: Everett 
Hullverson, $4094: Baur & York, 
$1224; J. E. Dame, $965; Pleasant 
V. Wilson, $700; P. A. Marcella, 


$675, and Bert F. Fenn, $591. In 
Wilson’s case, while the lawyer 
is held liable for only $700, 
1 unpaid costs, for which 
be is not liable, largely in divorce 
suits, amourit to $7909.

confined to his room for several 
days. Nevertheless, he went on, it 
marked a definite change in the 
stand of the Federation leaders 
since it held out the olive branch 
not only to the 10 suspended 
unions, but to all of the new inter- 
national and local industrial unions 
formed by the CI O as well. 

“We want the people of this 
country to believe that we are sin- 
cere,” he said in discussing the 
C I O’s reply. “We do not believe 
it advisable to carry on a long-dis- 
tance argument about procedure 
and details. Therefore, we are spe- 
cific and suggest a preliminary 
meeting.” 

Industrial Unionism. 


At the same time he made it very 
clear that this represented no re- 
treat from the C I O’s original in- 
sistence on industrial unionism and 
a large peace conference. Refer- 
ring to the latter, he said: 

“Mr. Green must have partici- 
pated in some small way in the 
framing of the A. F. of L. offer. 
From his long years as a member 
of the United Mine Workers he 
must know that it is the practice of 
that union to appoint committees 
of 200 and 250 to meet with employ- 
ers. Later those large groups may 
be reduced to effective sub-commit- 
tees reporting to the larger group. 
That is the only democratic trade 
unionism.” 


The unanimous approval of the 
reply without further discussion 
was immediately followed by the 
appointment of a committee of 10 
by Lewis. 

The conference named these C I 
O officers to represent it: Philip 
Murray, steel workers’ organizer; 
Sidney Hillman, textile workers’ or- 
ganizer; David Dubinsky of the 
International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers; Harvey Fremming of the 
Oil Workers’ Union; James Carey, 
president of the United Electrical 
and Radio Workers; J. S. Dalrym- 
ple of the United Ruber Workers; 
Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers; Mich- 
ael Quill of the Transport Workers 
of New York City; Joseph Curran, 
president of the National Maritime 
Union, and Abraham Flaxler of 
State, County and Municipal Work- 
ers. 

Says Convention Is Essential. 


A national convention is essen- 
tial for the maintenance of the 
C IO as the country’s greatest la- 
bor movement, Murray said, The 
time has come when its many units 
must be brought into a more cohe- 
sive, more closely affiliated move-| 
ment. 

“During the last two years it was 
out policy to organize the unorgan- 
ized, to form them into substantial 
unions, and then to offer these 
unions to the American Federation 
of Labor,” he went on. “But the 
consistent refusal of the Federa- 
iton to accept them forces us to 
adopt another policy. ‘The only 
natural course is for us to create 
through orderly processes one great 
national organization that will af- 
ford these organizations protection 
under constitutional rule.” 

It was generally conceded here 


today that Hillman and Dubinsky 
had been the most insistent advo- 
cates of negotiations looking 
toward a unified labor movement, 
although it is known that Lewis 
was eager to make some peace pro- 
posal for several months—if only to 
offset the tactical advantage gained 
by the A. F. of L. when it formed 
its standing three-man committee 
to meet a similar C I O group 
whenever one should be appointed. 
Today’s reply to the Federation was 
largely the work of these three and 
of Murray. 


Together with the authorization 
of a national convention, it brought 
to a stirring close a week of con- 
ferences that began with great 
promise, but quickly flattened out 
into a depressing series of pep 
meetings at which the presidents 
of the various C I O unions report- 
ed on their successes and their 
problems of the last year or two. 

Only zealots could have been 
thrilled by these as they sat in a 
drab hotel while rain pelted down 
on the deserted boardwalk. But 
this morning a bright sun was 
shining and the C I O did what it 
set out to do: steal the headlines 
from the A. F. of L.—and perhaps 
pave the way for an end to two 
years of bitter interunion ‘strife. 


6500 Federal Employes in CIO Or- 
ganization. 
By the Associated Press. 
The United Federal Workers of 
America reported to the conference 
today it had a membership of 6500 


and although the CIO had fi- 
nanced it to the extent of $12,000 
it hoped to be onea self-sustaining 
basis in from four to six months. 
This would require a membership 
of 20,000, the report said. 

The UF W A asserted it eventual- 
ly would have as members virtually 
all of the estimated 500,000 Govern- 
ment employes outside the 250,000 
postal employes. “Contrary to the 
popular notion,” the report. said, 
“Government workers are poorly 
paid and overworked. Working con- 
ditions are sometimes comparable 
with the sweat shops which have 
been driven out of business else- 
where by industrial unions. 

“It is plain that labor has astake 
in the organization of Federal em- 
ployes but it also is true that Gov- 
ernment employes themselves have 
much at stake that can be won only 
through affiliation with the organ- 
ized labor movement.” 

Jacob F. Baker, former Works 
Progress Administration official, is 
president of the CIO affiliate. 


Report on Rubber Workers. 


S. H. Dalrymple, president of the 
United Rubber Workers of Ameri- 
ca, announced the union has a 
membership of 78,000. He said its 
organization efforts had resulted in 
a 331-3 per cent increase in wages 
for all rubber workers in the United 
States and Canada, establishment 
of a six-hour day in tire and tube 
plants and elimination of “unjust” 
discharges and lay-offs. 

“The United Rubber Workers of 
America earnestly appeals to all in- 
ternational and national unions af- 


| filiated with the CIO to assist in 


a joint concerted campaign to or- 


ganize the workers of the South,” 
he said. 


“We believe that it is apparent 
from the experience of other 
unions, as well as from our own, 
that none of our gains is secure if 
the Southern workers remain ex- 
ploited and unorganized.” 


Dalrymple said the union’s most 
difficult problem come from efforts 
of some companies to decentralize 
in an effort to avoid organization. 

Referring to strikes of his unions 
at Firestone and Goodyear rubber 
plants, he said: “In the course of 
our work we have been compelled 
to call some 50 strikes, of which 
only two involving small locals, 
have been lost. 

“There has been a constant effort 
made to bring to our members the 
importance of acting in a disci- 
plined and responsible manner, so 
as not to bring reproach upon the 
integrity of the CIO.” 

Lewis announced the 
CIO had decided to create a De- 
partment Store Organizing Commit- 
tee under the direction of Hillman,

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BiG GAME INCREASING 
IN NATIONAL FORESTS 


Deer and Elk Hunting Extended 
to Prevent Over-Popula- 
tion of Preserves. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-205 Kellogg Building. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Since 
big game animals in the National 
forests have increased 140 per cent 
in number during the last 12 years, 
according to estimates just released 
by the Forest Service of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, an exten- 


sion of elk hunting and of doe as 
well as buck hunting for deer has 
been encouraged in several over- 
crowded areas. Neither of these 
animals wanders far from its home 
range, and both tend to over-popu- 
late their habitats. 

' Therefore, it is announced, State 
conservation agencies are co-oper- 
ating with the Forest Service to 
encourage hunters in such aréas to 
keep the total deer and elk popula- 
tions in balance with range re- 
sources. 

Deer are the most widely dis- 
tributed, and number no less than 
1,441,000 head out of a total of 
1,648,000 big game animals which 
range the 170,000,000 acres of 157 
national forests. They are found on 
every one of these preserves, and 
increased 12 per cent between 1935 
and 1936. Elk, with 126,000 head 
counted during the census of 1936, 
an increase of 7 per cent over the 
prior year, are second in preva- 
lence. 

The deer population by states is 
recokned as follows: California, 
273,000; Michigan, 134,000; Oregon, 
116,000; Minnesota 98,000; Wiscon- 
. sin, 90,000; Utah, New Mexico, Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Colorado and Arizona, 
about 80,000 each; Washington, 50,- 
000; Pennsylvania, 38,000 and Wyom- 
ing, 30,000; Nevada, 12,200; North 
Carolina, 12,000; Florida, 8000; Ar- 
kansas, 6000; South Dakota, 5000; 
Texas, 2300; Virginia and West Vir- 
ginia, 2000 each; New Hampshire 


mont and South Carolina 1000 each. 
Brown and black bears, with a 
total of 57,000, an -rease of 5 
per cent in a year, rank third in 
the census of big game animals. 
More than a fifth of them are in 
California alone, but they are found 
in 27 other states. A total of 5200 
grizzly bears is reported, but Mon- 
tana and Wyoming are the only 
states boasting as many as 100 head 
of these animals. Some 4500 brown 
and grizzly bears dwell in the Ton- 
gass and Chugach national forests 
of Alaska. 
The moose, according to the for- 
est service, appears to have ar- 
rested its downward trend, as the 
1936 count for this animal _in- 
creased 5 per cent over that of 
1935. Wyoming has 2500 moose, 
Montana 1600 and Minnesota 1000. 
Two moose were found in Vermont. 
Mountain sheep and goats alone 
show a decrease in population, ow- 
ing to the rigorous conditions un- 
der which these animals live and 
the toll taken by predatory ani- 
mals. Colorado has 2500 mountain 
sheep and Wyoming 3300. There 
are in all about 18,300 mountain 
goats and 11,000 mountain sheep 
reported in national forests,

FACE HEAVY PENALTY 


Six Years ein Labor Camp to 
Death Penalty Provided to 
Stop Food Speculation. 


From A Correspondent of the 
Manchester Guardian. 

VALENCIA, September. 
The authorities at Valencia have 
recently been much concerned both 
with the lengths of queues and with 
the causes of an artificially created 
food scarcity. The hoarders and 
the profiteers are elusive and find 


devious ways of wriggling out of 
regulations. 

The Government decrees regula- 
tions, but it is up to the municipal- 
ity to organize distribution, and it 
devolves upon the police to cut 
short abuses, with the co-operation 
of the public. 

When it is a question of choosing 
between the general good and the 
family stomach, the public finds it 
hard to resist temptations. 

To a mother, food for today for 
the children is the most immediate 
necessity, and it demands strength 
of character to denounce rather 
than connive at abuses when the 
latter would mean at least one 
day’s dinner and the former a more 
distant prospect of regular supplies 
at reasonable prices. 

Bread and Milk Supply. 

The first and most urgent prob- 
lem tackled was that of bread. The 
Ministry of Agriculture took over 
control of the wheat supply and 
ration cards were issued, but be- 
tween millers and bakers and the 
public there was a lack of organi- 
zation which resulted in ‘long 
queues and often in unfairness. 

But conditions are now improv- 
ing. New bread can no longer be 
sold. The authorities are tackling 
the questions of milk and sugar. 
Children have a right to larger 
quantities of these. The use of milk 
in cafes has been suppressed, and 
minor abuses, such as the use of 
medical certificates for these two 
commodities are being checked. 

The sharp rise in the cost of liv- 
ing roused popular indignation and 
protests again the existence of priv- 
ilege and favoritism. Why should 
those who could pay luxury prices 
enjoy plenty while others went 
short? In reply to this the Gov- 
ment published a list of legal prices. 

As the prices of the different 
commodities were fixed, and fixed 
much lower than they had been 
before, those commodities disap- 
peared from the markets and shops. 
This was the reply of the profi- 
teers. 

Certain shopkeepers and dealers 
concealed their wares and_ sold 
them at exorbitant rates to private 
customers, sometimes in town, 
sometimes out in villages where 
there were fewer police. 

The next Government move was 
a decree placing a super-tax on all 
excess profits—that is, on all prof- 
its which had increased over and 
above the pre-war normal rate. In 
some cases super-tax will be as 
much as 80 per cent. 

Heavier Penalties Provided. 

Then began police surveillance of 
markets and a search for hoarded 
goods. Many arrests were made, 
but a fine of a hundred pesetas 
made little or no impression on the 
hoarders. An order has now been 
issued by the Home Office to the 
police department stating’ that 
hoarders, profiteers and _ specula- 
tors are to be dealt with as of- 
fenders under the decree of June 
22, which means they will be treat- 
ed as those who “tend to weaken 
the public morale, demoralize the 
army, or lower social discipline.” 
They will thus be liable to from 
six.years and a day in a labor camp 
to the death penalty. No case has 
yet been dealt with under this act. 

Apart from these _ restrictive 
measures two important construc- 
tive decrees have recently been 
passed: one defining and regulat- 
ing agricultural co-operatives, and 
one providing for the needs of stu- 
dents without private means. 

This last decree of the Ministry 
of Public Education creates schol- 


arships and subsidies for students 


of ability in centers of secondary 
and higher education. It is really 
a temporary measure for working- 
class boys and girls who have not 
had the educational advantages 
which it is hoped to provide for all 
young people in Spain in the fu- 


ture.

STOCK REGULATIONS 


Banker Says Government Pol- 


icies Have Impaired Effi- 
ciency of Market Machinery. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Modifi- 
eation of Federal regulations on 
the ground they had impaired the 
stock trading machinery was urged 
yesterday before the Chamber of 
Commerce at Rochester by Win- 
throp W. Aldrich, chairman of the 
Chase National Bank of New York, 
and caused a4 stir in stock exchange 
circles. 

Wall street. interests have ar- 
gued lately for relaxation of cred- 
it restrictions against stock trad- 
ing and modification of the Fed- 
eral tax on capital gains. 

Summing up in his luncheon ad- 
dress at Rochester, Aldrich said: 

“A broad and active securities 
market is of first importance to 
investors, to business corporations, 
to the United States Treasury and 
otber public bodies, both as bor- 
rowers and as tax gatherers, and 
to the commercial banks as lend- 
ers, investors and trustees. 

“The recent drastic decline in 
gtocks, on a@ very moderate volume 
of selling, reveals an impairment 
of the efficiency of the stock mar- 
ket that calls for prompt correc- 
tion. 


Wants Policies Modified. 


“This impairment is to be ex- 
plained as the cumulative effect of 
a variety of recent governmental 
policies, many of which can and 
should be modified without aban- 
doning the underlying policy of 
eliminating abuses from the secur- 
ities market.” 

Detailing specific complaints 
against taxes, Securities Commts- 
gion rules and Federal Reserve 
margin requirements, Aldrich laid 
down suggestions for changes in 
the capital gain levy, for modifica- 
tion of margin rules and other 
technical regulations designed to 
put the public on a more equal 
footing with professionals and “in- 
siders” in the market place. 

Neither war threats nor the 
business background, Aldrich con- 
tended, could account wholly for 
the severity of the decline. Mod- 
erate liquidation, he held, hit a 
market which “couldn’t take it.” 

Causes of Thin Market. 

Among causes of acute thinness 
of the stock market, he mentioned 
the capital gains tax, high income 
taxes, elimination of informed trad- 
ing and protective buying by in- 
siders, inquisitorial visits by SEC 
agents to brokerage houses, uncer- 
tainty over new Federal rules and 
margin. regulations. 

“No responsible man wants to 
gee the excesses of the mob psy- 
chology of 1927 to 1929 repeated,” 
he said. “But it is a great pity to 
pursue a line of policy which dras- 
tically curtails the informed activ- 
ity of competent speculators.” 


Aldrich, head of the largest bank 
in the world, is a brotner-in-law of 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., and was 
personal attorney for the Rockefel- 
ler family for 20 years. He led the 
Rockefeller fight to oust Robert W. 
Stewart from control of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana. A Senate 
stock market inquiry in 1933 dis- 
closed that Aldrich’s predecessor as 
head of the bank, Albert H. Wiggin, 
made $10,000,000 trading in the 
bank’s stock. Aldrich at that time 
repudiated Wiggin’s action. 


Reserve Board Making Study of 

Stock Market Requirements.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Offi- 
cials of the Federa] Reserve Board 
reported last night they were mak- 
ing a careful study of a key policy 
affecting the stock market—mar- 
gin requirements. They empha- 
sized, however, that no decisions 
regarding possible changes in the 
requirements had been reached, or 
were likely to be reached in the 
immediate future. 

The present requirements provide 
that stock buyers must put up 55 
per cent of the purchase price in 
cash.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Oct. 15.—The 
Collinsville Memorial Public Library 
at Collinsville was the only tax-sup- 
ported public library in Illinois to 
devote more than half its expendi- 
tures to the purchase of books and 


periodicals last year. Statistics com-| 
piled by the State Library Exten- |. 


sion Division show that the Collins- 
ville library spent 52 per cent of 
its disbursements for this purpose, 
the average for the 291 libraries 
being 12.6 per cent. 

The Smith Library at Lexington, 
in McLean County, used 50 per cent 
of its expenditures for books and 
periodicals and the public library 
at Staunton, 49 per cent. All other 
libraries spent less than he!f, rang- 
ing down to 4 per cent in Herrin 
and 2 per cent in Waterloo. The 
Chicago Public Library devoted 6 
per cent of its expenditures for 
books and periodicals. 

Percentages for books and pe- 
riodicals in other libraries in Madi- 
son and St. Clair counties were be- 
low that of Collinsville but substan- 
tially above the State average.

Hesitation Relaxes Its Grip Sufficiently 
to Permit a Free Movement of Trade in 
Some Directions, Dun & Bradstreet Says. 


By the Associated Press. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Hesitation re- 
laxed its grip sufficiently to permit a 
freer movement..of trade in some direc- 
tions this week, Dun & Bradstreet reported 
today in the review of business. 

“Responding to colder weather and the 
heavy buying on Columbus day, retail turn- 
over was at the fastest rate this fall in a 
number of cities,’’ the agency said. 

“Orders to wholesalers covered a wider 
range of merchandise, replacements build- 
ing the bulk of the enlarged orders. 

“Further recession in the steel, metal, 
and textile divisions, pulled down the pro- 
duction average, as uneven gains in a few 
industries were offset by shortened hours 
and employment cuts in others.” 

The volume of retail business was esti- 
mated at from 2 to 8 per cent ahead of 
the preceding week and from 4 to 16 per 
cent better than in the comparable 1936 
week. Almost all seasonable lines of mer- 
chandise were included in shoppers’ lists. 

Percentage increases over a year ago in 
the major geographic areas were: New 
England 2 to 7, East 6 to 18, Middle West 
12 to 20, Northwest 8 to 16, South 7 to 
20, Southwest 10 to 25, and Pacific Coast 
4 to 10. 

In wholesale markets the review noted 
replacements were heavier, pushing volume 
10 to 18 per cent over the like week in 
1936, and indicating lower inventories 
than had been generally supposed. 

The starting of assembly lines by a lead- 
ing motor maker did much to tighten the 
slack in industrial operations, the survey 
said, although diminishing backlogs in some 
divisions kept the general picture cloudy.

$340,000,000 between Sept. 3 and Oct. 6. 
The increase was due largely to operation 
of a new administration credit-easing pro- 
gram under which the Treasury channeled 
$300,000,000 from its inactive gold ac- 
count into the banking structure.

Industrial and University Re- 
search Men to Hold

The seventy-second seasonal | 
meeting of the Electrochemical So- 
ciety, Inc., is in its second day 
at Hotel Chase today, with 150 in- 
dustrial and university research 
chemists from all sections of the 
country attending. 

Electrochemistry was developed 
to insure carrying out of uniform 
chemical reactions, beyond human 
fallibility, in the making of vari- 
ous products from raw materials. 
For instance, the thousands of 
various products taken from coal 
tar are produced by similar means, 
in 
temperature, acidity or alkalinity 
means a different, product. For- 
merly, highly specialized chemists 
were employed to watch such 


things as temperature, pressure 
and concentration to make sure of 
getting the certain dye, medicine, 
pharmacal product or salt sought. 

But, like two cooks who get en- 
tirely different results with the 
same raw foods, experts varied 
in results, and the different proc- 
esses became so like one another 
in many cases that the human ele- 
ment was not dependable, so elec- 
trical methods of control were re- 
sorted to. 
it was agreed by several speakers 
that certain electrodes used 
these processes were dependent for 
their reactions on “pH,” a term 
which several chemists had trouble 
in defining precisely but which was 
finally defined by Dr. Colin G. 
Fink of Columbia University, sec- 
retary of the society, as a new 
name for acidity or alkalinity of a 
certain nature. 

Today new static devices for fur- 
nishing direct current for electro- 
chemical processes were discussed.

Weights and Measures. 

OOTBALL dopesters, striving to 
Fick a winner, lay great stress 

on statistics as to weight, etc., 
sent out by college publicity de- 
partments prior to important en- 
gagements. They figure that, if 
the field is wet, a team which is 
far heavier than another, should 
be credited with an advantage. 
Conversely, a light, fast, passing 
team figures Over a more or less 
behemothic combination on a “fast 
track.” 

Maybe, “thar’s gold in them sta- 
tistics’ and maybe, there isn't. 
There seems to be no real reason 
for it—enemy scouts are paid for 
watching carefully—but weights of 


\players are juggled quite carelessly. 


At least, the reports of those 
weights are. Veteran coaches de- 
clare that the late Knute Rockne 
would tell you the weights of his 
backfield men to an ounce but 
didn’t care to have the poundage 
of his linesmen known. 

Does anyone figure that the 
weight of a player remains con- 
stant throughout the season? Well, 
the same old weights are given out 
each week; they’re even in the 
game-programs, Same ones week 
after week. Nor is it necessary to 
deduct from the players’ weights 
ag the season progresses. Strange 
as it may seem, many players in- 
crease in weight despite the stren- 
uousness of the exercise. 

So, why not either make the 
weights accurate or quit giving 
them out altogether. Let them be 
true guides—if that’s what they’re 
intended to be.

Attention is called to North’s last 
bid. I have heard many players, 
with hands of precisely the North 
type, pass to two no trump on the 
not unreasonable ground that they 
had “already advertised their full 
strength and therefore had no right 
to bid again.” It is quite true that 
the same values should not be bid 
twice. But unfortunately this pre- 
cept sometimes is in direct conflict 
with an even more important bit 
of logic—namely: that on construc- 
tive (non-defensive) bidding it is 
usually foolish to stop just one 
short of game. 

In this hand North cannot possi- 
bly tell whether or not nine tricks 
can be developed. He must realize, 
however, that he already is at an 
eight trick contract where there 
will be little to gain. Surely it is 
worth while to incur some addi- 
tional risk for the chance of great 
additiona] profit. 

It will be seen that the luck of 
the opening lead favors declarer at 
his three no trump contract. A heart 
lead by West would be fatal, but 
as it happens, West leads his fourth 
best diamond, which assures de- 
clarer of two diamond tricks and 
stoppers.

Treatment of 
Ailment Known 
As “Ringworm:

ITH the return of the fall sea- 
son, the population in gymna- 
siums is increasing, and the old 
problem of what is called “ath- 
lete’s foot” again is a matter of im- 
portant consideration. 

There are many misconceptions 
about athlete’s foot, one of the most 
prominent being that it_is exclu- 
sively confined to ajfiletes. The 
common name generally used by 
doctors for it is “rfnmgworm,” and 
here, again, there some con- 
fusion, because it is not due to a 
worm and does not always form in 
rings. | 

It is caused by a vegetable fun- 
gus known as trichophytin, which 
gets into the superficial layers of 
the skin and causes an eruption, 
which may go through several 
stages. .The commonest form is 
an acute eruption of blisters which 
itch and which occur on the soles | 
of the feet. Very common also. 
are the chronic forms which occur | 
in between the toes in the form of | 
a red, weeping eruption. Hither of | 
these, especially if excessively | 
scratched, may become infected 
from the nails with a secondary pus| 
infection. 

Chronic forms include a scaly, | 
eczematous type on the upper sur- | 
face of the foot and the toes. | 
Many of these eruptions are what

is known as “ids” and are not due 
to the presence of the fungus it- 
self, but are areas of eruption 
made hypersensitive from the orig- 
inal focus of infection. 

Treatment will vary with all 
types, and no single method of 
treatment will be successful in all 
cases because there are many 
forms of the fungus, and all va- 
rieties are not killed by the’ same 
agent. Salicylic acid, sulphur, 
thymol and iodine are the most 
beneficial drugs. X-ray treatment 
probably is more valuable than any 
of them as a routine. Even so, the 
condition may be very chronic and 
recurrent. 

The standard medicament is 
Whitfield’s ointment, the active in- 
gredient of which is salicylic acid 
with benzoic acid in an ointment 
base. Application of this ointment 
will relieve the majority of acute 
cases. 

When secondary pus _ infection 


* 
has occurred, this must be taken 
care of by antiseptic lotions, hot 
applications and soothing applica- 
tions before an attempt to kill the 
fungus is made. A weak solution 
of potassium permanganate as a 
foot wash is often valuable in such 
cases. 

It will be readily seen that the 
condition is not as simple as it ap- 
pears, and in most cases requires 
expert advice and treatment, rath- 
er than home treatment and ama- 
teur remedies. 


Brackets 

Small white brackets may be 
bought at the hardware store that 
will hold electric wire cord off the 
floor by simply pushing the brack- 
ets holding the cord into the top 
of the baseboard. They are scarce- 
ly noticeable and yet will add much
